Before the Sunset club Friday even- 


ing Fred L. Allcs rend a paper on "Ir- 
rigation, " particularly RB that subject 
touches local interests. A large num- 
ber of cluo wen beard the paper and 
followed it with discussion. 


Mr. Alice first gave a short history 


of the irrigation projects, that inter- 
ested the west up to 1875, when the 
problem of bow to bring together the 
water that was wasting and the laud 
that was arid first came up. He then 
told of the organization of the Irri- 
gation congress and of tUe policy 
adopted by the Los Angeles conven- 
tion of that body in 1893. He de- 
scribed the campaign that was made 
to get this policy incorporated in the 
laws of the country and of its final 
adoption through the aid given it by 
President Roosevelt. 


Tho speaker outlined the phrasing 


of the law and followed this with a 
practical illustration of its workings. 
He took for this explanation the pro- 
posed Tonto reservoir ou 
the Halt 


river above Phoenix. 


"To the east and north of the great 


Salt river valley," be said, "there 
lies a tremendous water shed, upon 
which there falls annually 
enough 


ram to cover several hundred thousand 
acres of land below during the sum- 
mer if the 
water could be stored 


for use. This water shed converges 
toward a small valloy whoso opening 
is a narrow gorge known as the Tonto 
basin, the water taking a drop here of 
some 500 feet and running jff in a 
wasting stream below. Shelving away 
frOi/i the mouth of this gorge the 
valley opens out, fan like, and there 
exists there au ideal location for the 
construction of a reservoir such as is 
contomplatad by the national irriga- 
tion IH\V. " 


These are almost ideal conditions 


and the construction of a dam at the 
mouth of the Tonto basin will cost 
83,000,000. Before beginning the work 
all public Clauds under the jsroposed 
storage dam and served by it are 
withdrawn from sale and the cost of 
the work is assessed against all public 
and private lauds in the district. AU 
the land owners who are to be served 
by this reservoir Jare compelled to 
bond their land for $15 per acre, pay- 
able at 81.50 per annum, without in- 
terest. This pays only for the right to 
use the water, and not for the con- 
struction and maintenance of canals 
and ditches. These latter are con- 
structed by the land ownes, who be- 
come members in effect of a stock 
company, having a vote in^proportiou 
to tbe amount of their holdings. 


No ownership iii the water goes to 


the owners of the loud. The title in 
the water shed and tbe reservoir re- 
mains with the'govornment in perpet- 
uity. 


The speaker, after referring with 


high praise to George Maxwell and 
the Irrigation congress, closed with a 
prophecy of a great future for arid 
America under irrigation. 


J. S. Slauson, Rev. C. J K. Jones, 


Harry Brook, II. W. O'Melveuy and 
J. M. Elliott discussed various phases 
of this question at the conclusion oT 
the reading by Mr.

The new head of the Catholic Church, Cardinal .l.-scpli Sarto, who has 


taken the title of Plus X. ascends the Papal throne ar the same age as his 
predecessor. Pope TA'O XIII. He brings to that exaimi ottice the same noble 
qualities as those of "the departed Pontiff. 
He has been distinguished for 


his learning, the purity of his life and his liberal ideas, so that there will 
probably be little change iu the policy of the Holy See, either in its internal 
administration or In its bronder relations to the world at large. 


The election of Cardinal Sarto, since 1803 the patriarch of Venice, was 


somewhat of a surprise. His name was not prominently mentioned amon.7 
those who, In the popular estimate, were likely to be chosen. He was men- 
tioned, however, as a compromise candidate. 


The election apparently gives world-wide satisfaction. 
The church In 


France and Germany favors the choice and here In the United States the 
leaders of the hlerarhcy say that no more acceptable person could be se- 
lected. Thus the new Pontiff eaters upon his duties amll general expression 
of good will.

Cardinal Sarto was horn at Rlepe, Province of Venice,-June 2, 1833. In 


1803 he was created Cardinal and Patriarch of Venice. He has bad a wide 
reputation for his learning, especially In ecclesiastical affairs, and has been 
noted as a good organizer and.administrator—qualities which are requisite In 
Papal affairs. 
He Is a liberal patron of the arts, as so many of his prede- 


cessors have been, and despite his 08 years Is a man of energy and activity. 


Cardinal Sarto belonged to tho ecclesiastical congregations of bishops ami 


regulars, sacred rites, Indulgences and sacred relics. He enjoyed great pop- 
ularity In his diocese. He is honored by all for his purity, for the strict up- 
rightness of his life, and for liberal ideas. 
He is a modest and agreeable 


man, highly cultivated and very kind hearted. He has never taken great part 
In the political and public life of the church; but divided his time between 
study and good works. Although most faithful to the Holy See he was pre- 
sented to the King and Queen of Italy In Venice. Ho was considered among 
the most liberal members of the Italian episcopate and Sacred College. 


Although little is known of the new Pope's political tendencies, he Is con- 


sidered to be one likely to avoid conflicts and to continue the moderate pol- 
icy of Pope Leo and Cardinal Rampolla. 
Officials in Uomo recall his tactful 


course In receiving the King and Queen of Italy at Venice, which removed 
much of the friction hitherto existing, and led to a warm friendship between 
Sarto and Queen Helena. This Incident is cited as an evidence of his concil- 
iatory disposition and the likelihood of no material change taking place In tlio 
policy of the Vatican. The now Pope Is one of the greatest preachers of tiie 
church.

A New Method of Proping Orange 


Trees. 


A new method of proping, or rather, 


supporting, orange trees when heavily 
laden with fruit has been adopted by 
Mr. W. P. Watts, a successful orange 
grower. 


When the trees are well loaded and 


the limbs are carrying all the fruit 
they can without breaking, he takes a 
small screw-eye, he prefers No. 206, 
and screws it into the limb at a point 
where he would place the prop bracke', 
then selecting a limb on the opposite 
side of the tree that needs proping and 
inserting a 
screw-eye in a similar 


manner, he tiesthe screw-eyes together 
with 
galvanized wire, thus miking 


cue limb support the other. This he 
does with every large limb until the 
tree is thoroughly braced. When the 
fruit is picked the limbs spring into 
their natural positions and the wire is 
loose until another season rolls around, 
when it again does service. 
The 


screw-eyes are no injury to the tree, 
for as the tree grows the wood grad- 
ually closes arouud it and 
finally 


covers the head completely. 


By this method the orchardist has no 


props to blow down during a wind 
storm, 
causing 
heavy 
damage by 


broken limbs, no props in the way of. 
the cultivator", no heavy bills to pay 
the lumberman, and when your sup- 
porting is once done it lasts for years.

The flatten*! Treasury Was Nevtr In Such a 


Flourishing Condition u at the Present Time-* 
Secretary Shaw's Financial Policy. 


Washington—Secretary Shaw's pol- 


icy of increasing United States de- 
posits in national banks is 
forced 


•upon him by the operation of the 
revenue laws and 
the independent 


treasury system. Never before in the 
history of the United States has the 
national treasury been in as strong a 
condition as it is at present. The 
current receipts are running ahead of 
•current expenditures at an average 
rate'of about $100,000 a week aud are 
constantly increasing the 
available 


cash balance, which now stands at the 
unprecendented figure of 8239,5^2,87!). 


Strictly speaking, the balance 
is 


much larger for whenever any money is 
credited to a United States disbursing 
officer it is at once charged out as a 
liability and deducted from the cash 
balance though it may remain in the 
treasury for months. There are thus 
charged out at the present time $62,- 
918,303 credited to disbursing officers 
and 85,598,344 credited to the post- 
office account to meet the current ex- 
penditures of the postal service. If 
these two items, which may be de- 
scribed as a balance set apart for im- 
mediate needs, are added to the avail- 
able cash balance, as stated on the 
books, they bring the total up to 
$308,079,526. 


If the gold reserve of $15,000,000 


which was counted in the cash balance 
prior to the net of Mc.rch 14, 1900, 
should be added to this total it would 
bring tho grand total of the cash in 
the treasury exclusive of trust funds, 
up to 8485,079,520—more than enough 
to have defrayed tho gross expendi- 
tures of the government for the entire 
fiscal year of 188C and enough to have 
run tho government for ten years at 
the rate of expenditure in 1850.
